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Handbook of College Entrance Requirements 

PUBLICATION of this handbook there is furnished a com- 
~~ pilation of ^trance requirements of the liberal arts colleges and 
^ ^ United States, as of the commencement of the fall 

semester, 1940. Its value should be primarily to guidance authorities 
of high schools and colleges, and to teacl^prs whose assistance is sought 
by students preparing for college. 

• The 674 institutions studied are those list^ under ‘‘Uniyursities 
an^ CoU^w” in the Educational IHredory, 1940 published by the 
U. S. Office of Education. Consequently, while the professional 
schools, teachers collies, normal schools, junior colleges, and Negro 
institutions are not included, tabulation for the “Universitii* and 
Colleges’* group is complete. 

This particular table of college entrance requirements cannot, of 
course, treat certain less tangible aspects of college entrance. For 
instance, no effort is made here to analyze the important effect that 
tuition chargee and scholarship funds have in determining who enters 
college. The methods of any given college which elects to impose 
more stringent standards for one sex than for the other in a given year 
in order to maintain 4 previously determined ratio between men and 
women students is the kind of subject falling beyond the scope of this 
present study. 

The purpose of this bulletin does not encompass a survey of the 
trends of oolite entrance requirements, important as that phase is. 
Such an analysis of trends may well be undertaken at a later time, 
usmg the facts made available by this present study and comparing the 
findings with those of previous studies made by the'U. S. Office of 
Education. 

Certain facts relevant to trends of college entrance requirements 
over a 30-year period have, nevertheless, become easily discernible 
during the course of the current study. The facts cites below have 
been revealed in part by comparing the data in the present study 
with those in the studies of 1912, 1922, and 1921: * ] 

(1) With the high-school unit as defined in 1909 w a standard 
of measurement of the work done in secondary schools, 98 
percent of the institutions of hij^er education require from

entrance criterion is so universally used. 

(2) Between 1912 and 1922 there was an increase in the propor- 
tion of coUeges requiring 16 unite for college entrance from 
67 to 89 percent; and by 1940, the 34 percent of the institu- 
tions which m 1912 requii^ 14 and 14^ unite had either 
mcrewed their requiremehte to 16 or 16 unite or done away 
entu^ly with the idea of stating a specific number of required 

^ unite. In 1940, 77 percent of the colleges specified 16 units 

M necessary for college entrance and 17 percent demanded 
16 unitfl. 

(3) In 1922 all institutions were definite as to the number of 
^h-school unite they required for coUege entrance. In 
1940, 6 percent of the colleges and universities did not ask 
My particular number of unite although so&e of these asked 
to see the high-school transcript of unite. 

(4) In gene^ the nuinber of unite required in specific fields of 
^h-«chool study is tending downward. A smaller propor- 
tion of coU^ and universities in 1940 required a definite 
number of English, mathematics, foreign language, science, 
and ^lal science umte than at any time since the U. S. Office 
of Education studied entrance requirements at the inaugura- 
tion of the umt system. 

(6) The *ise of standardized ooUege aptitude, intelligence, and 
bigb-school achievement teste began after the World War- 
Md to-day , with the more general acceptance of their value 
m predicting the chances of college success, intelligence test 
rati^ are required for admission by 36 percent and college 
aptitude teste by 34 percent of the instittftions. 

( ) In 1 percent; in 1922, 11 percent; in 1931, 26 percent; 
and ^in IWO, 41 percent of thq colleges based their selection 
of who should go to coUege iii part on the applicant's rank 
m his high-school dass. 

(7) CoMideration of health standards in determining college 
MtranM has had a consistent growth from rare use in 1913 

by 68 percent of the coUeges and universities in 1940. 

Just as this study 18 not a study of trends in college entrance re- 

qu^ento, neither does it make any effort to evaluate those entrance 
cnt6riAr which prevail moat widely.

E^lanatory notes are so arranged that there is a set for each 
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institution where there are necessary facts which cannot be told in 
the table proper. The notes follow the table. 

For instance, the cross in colugm 2 opposite Alabama Collie at 
Montevallo means tliat students can be accepted through two or more 
alternate plans of admission. The exponent (figit J, above the cross, 
refers to the first explanatory note under Alabama College at the 
end of the table. According to the '^^explanatory note there are 
three avenues by which the student may qualify for admission 
to the college. He may qualify primarily .through meeting certain 
a^equirements relatmg to umts taken in high school as shown 
□y his transcript. If he has attended an unaccredited high school, 
he must not only submit his transcript but also stand for certain 
limited examinations as well. Or, third, he may disregard submitting 
a transcript of high-school units and present hims elf for comprehensive 
collie entrance examinations. 

In order that there will be as little difficulty as possible in int^- 
pretmg certain parts of the table the following explanations a^e 
offered: g 

In column 12 there is listed t^ number of units the collie will 
accept in vocational subjects among the total niunber of high-school 
units the collie requires for entrance. In cases where this column is 
blank the college, neither in its catalog for 194(M1 nor in reply to 
the question when asked directly, specified any pmlicy in this matter. 
In oases where no vocational units are allow^ to count toward the 
total number of umts required .for college entrance, there is an entry 
of zero. 

* A check mark in oolunm 13 means that specific coiusee wi thin the 
fields of Elngliah, foreign language, mathematics, physical or natural 
science, and social science are required. The precise course or courses 
are generally listed in the explanatory notes to which reference is 
made — Latin, French, United States history, civics, and the like. 

0 polunm 14 tells whether a coU^e uses a system requiring blocks of 
units called majors and minors in various fields instead of, 6r as an 
alternative plan to, requiring rigidly a given number of units in certain 
specified courses or fields. A major is three units and a minor is two. 

The facts for this handbook were compiled from two sources. 
First, information schedules were filled out on the basis of informa- 
tion available in the catalog, of each college. Second, copies of the 
filled out schedules were then sent to the registrars of each college for 
verification and daboration. Six hundred and fourteen of 674 colleges 
to which the schedules were sent returned them with corrections and 
final approval during the fall of 1040. In the cases of,^^ 60 institur 
tions frtHn which ^ere were no returned schedule^ the original 
copies, those prepared by referring to the catalogs, were used. An 
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'<"■ » given eoUego, information for the 
handbook was secured from its catalog statement only 

The purpose of this handbo^ wiU be fulfilled if it is useful to those 
who want a condensed listin^f-the admission requirements of col- 
lege and universities. If, however, the data also stimulate further 
study toward a thoroughgoing scientific evaluation of the college 
entrance requirement at present in use, it wUl have served a widt 
purpose tlian that for which it was originally designed.
